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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant claims a hydrosilylation-curable polysiloxane composition wherein both the 
alkenyl-functional base polymer and the organohydrogensiloxane have specific structural 
attributes attached. 

There are several documents available in the prior art that mirror the claimed invention in 
most respects but fail to anticipate or render obvious the claimed invention because they do not 
anticipate the limitation that at least 10 mol% of all substituents are hydroxyl groups. For 
instance, Young et al, U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0198924 discloses an 
encapsulating composition that, like the instant invention, comprises a phenyl group-substituted, 
alkenyl-functional polysiloxane and a phenyl group-substituted organohydrogensiloxane. 
However, whereas the general formula on page 4 clearly contemplates a polysiloxane bearing 
phenyl groups and hydroxyl groups, there is no suggestion of a polymer simultaneously 
containing the mandated quantities of phenyl- and hydroxyl group substitution. (In an example, 
the silanol group content is only 0.07%. See [0113]. 

Miyoshi, U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/01 16640 describes a sealant 
composition for LED devices wherein the crosslinkabel composition features a phenyl group- 
substituted base siloxane polymer and organohydrogensiloxane. However, only fully condensed 
polysiloxanes are taught and, therefore, it appears that they have negligible silanol group content. 
Staiger et al, U.S. Patent # 7,153,914 teaches a silicone encapsulant composition wherein the 
alkenyl-functional polymer may contain silanol group-substitution. See the description in 
column 1, line 48 through column 2, line 10. However, none of the expressly-disclosed 
embodiments include hydroxyl-substitution nor is there any indication in the broader teachings 
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that silanol content at least as high as 10 mol% was contemplated. (In fact, there is no mention 
whatsoever of a specified minimum amount of silanol group content.) Because significant 
silanol content in an addition-curable system is not generally desirable, it is the Examiner's 
position that the skilled artisan is not motivated to prepare a composition wherein this aspect of 
the alkenyl-functional siloxane structure is met. 

Kosakai, JP 7-179763 is cited as being of interest only because they intend to address the 
same problem that is addressed by the instant invention. However, several structural limitations 
of the claimed base polymer and crosslinking agent are not satisfied by the polymer system 
outlined in this document. 

The aforementioned documents represent the most germane prior art known. Insofar as 
they fail to even render obvious the instant invention, claims 1-4 are deemed allowable.
